ADVERTISING OR PERSONAL APPLI- 
CATION? 


‘**All advertising pays, and 
No advertising pays.’’—Crowninshield, 

Or all the penalties imposed upon the 
book trade, through the uncertain conditions 
of selling books, none is more burdensome 
and expensive than that imposed upon the 
publisher which obliges him to seek after a 
reading public and to create a market for his 
books. Naturally, this is now done entirely 
through advertising of every kind—from dis- 
tributing copies of the books themselves, for 
review by newspapers, or in hopes of obtain- 
ing a favorable recommendation from a well- 
known or popular personage, to buying more 
or less expensive space in the advertising 
pages of the general and local newspaper and 
periodical press. In many cases the neces- 
sarily expensive advertising machinery is di- 
rected by a_ high-priced expert through 
whose enterprise the budget is exhausted 
often before the term comes to an end. It 
has been figured out that the probable out- 
lay by publishers for advertising during the 
last four years reached, if it did not ex- 
ceed, $5,000,000 a year. At the best, such 
estimates are based on guess work; but it is 
undoubtedly true that the expense account 
of the average publishing house for adver- 
tising is a heavy and burdensome item in do- 
ing business. 

The question presents itself: Might the 
present results through advertising be at- 
tained in some other way, and at less expen- 
diture of capital? Some advertising would 
undoubtedly remain to be done in any event 
to bring a book to the attention of the trade 
and of the general public; but a well-organ- 
ized book trade would inevitably relieve the

publisher of a considerable burden of ex- 
pense in making his books known in local 
centres. Every bookseller in existence to- 
day has maintained himself in face of ad- 
verse circumstances chiefly through personal 
acquaintance with his clientage, people who 
depended upon his judgment and advice 
rather than upon general advertising, the ef- 
fect of which, so far as these particular book- 
buyers are concerned, was therefore nil, 

If the bookselling trade, under conditions 
that have existed during the past twenty 
years, was a factor in distributing books that 
the publisher could not afford to overlook, 
how much more potent would its influence 
be under improved conditions and when en- 
abled to multiply itself ten-fold and more, 
and to exert itself to the utmost to extend 
its influence in every possible direction, to 
its own advantage and to the distinct profit 
of the publishing trade! 


Tue English book publishing trade was 
recently agitated by the announcement of 
Mr. Heinemann that he would submit for 
inspection any book in his catalogue to any 
one in the United Kingdom against a post 
card with such request and the name of the 
local bookseller through whom the book was 
to be submitted. The movement was prompt- 
ly followed by two or three other publishing 
houses, and hailed by the press as a boon to 
people living in remote places and helpful in 
building up the local book trade in the coun- 
try. As a matter of fact, this method of of- 
fering books to the public had been intro- 
duced into England four or five years ago by 
T. Fisher Unwin, who in turn adopted the 
old German custom of sending out books for 
inspection. In Germany, curiously, the cus- 
tom of sending books for inspection is fall- 
ing into desuetude—the publisher, on the 
one hand, objecting to the return of cut or 
soiled books sent out “on sale,” the bookseller, 
on the other hand, declining to take the risk 
on books for which he has paid cash. At the 
best, it is a long-winded and cumbersome 
operation to get books to the reader in this 
way, even if he can be induced to become 
a party to the transaction, which, we believe, 
has been found difficult in at least one case 
where it has been attempted in this country. 
The only way out ef the difficulty, it seems 
to us, would be the building up of well- 
equipped book stores where buyers can go 
and examine books before they need pur- 
chase them, administered by a bookseller who 
knows his business, and who has gumption 
enough to create a demand for his stock, re- 


ee 
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sorting to a house-to-house canvass if neces- 
sary, and who will be ready to supply 
promptly the demand for such books as he may 
happen to be without. If there is sufficient 
inducement, we have no doubt that even in 
a few years there will be dozens where there 
is now one bookseller. 
therefore, 


Is it not reasonable, 
to maintain that the creating of 
well-paid booksellers will in the end enlarge 
the consumption of books and shorten the 
advertising accounts? 


AMERICAN PUBLISHERS’ ASSO- 
CIATION. 


THE AMERICAN PUBLISHERS’ ASSOCIATION 
held a meeting on the afternoon of August 
28, at the Aldine Association, New York, 
to hear reports of the various officers and 
committees and to consider any suggestions 
for developing the Association and effectually 
carrying forward its work during the coming 
fall and holiday seasons. Owing to the vaca- 
tion season many of the members, especially 
those from other cities, were absent, and 
consequently a quorum could not be obtained. 
There were present, however, representa- 
tives of twelve leading firms, and business 
was conducted, subject to ratification through 
correspondence with the absent members, 
Mr. Charles Scribner acting as chairman. 
After the reading of the minutes by the sec- 
retary, Mr, George P. Brett, 
of the treasurer, Col. G. B. M. Harvey, 
manager, Mr. Emory, read his report, 
was substantially as follows: 

“The plan of the American Publishers’ 
sociation for maintaining prices on net books 
was adopted at a meeting held February 13, 
1901. On March 1 the office of the Associa- 
tion was opened and the work of acquainting 
the trade with the provisions of the plan, 
which went into effect May I, was begun. A 
great many favorable responses were re- 
ceived, very few correspondents expressing 
dissatisfaction with the. plan as adopted. 
There were a few who thought that the 
inclusion of fiction should have been obliga- 
tory; but the great majority gladly welcomed 
the movement as a long step in the right di- 
rection, and expressed satisfaction with it. 
A number of questions came up as to the ex- 
act meaning and application of different parts 
of the plan, but, taken altogether, there has 
been little need for special interpretation. 

“During April, the office gave most of its 
time to inquiry into local conditions in the 
various centres of population, with a view to 
ascertaining the temper of the trade in re- 
gard to the formation of local associations 
for the protection of prices on fiction not 
published net, etc. Considerable interest was 
shown in this matter in various localities, 
and we believe that later on it will be pos- 
sible to make agreements in several important 
centres. 

“Owing to the cutting of prices in New 
York, and the advisability of concentrating 
our attention here, no attempt has been made 
to form local associations by personal solici- 
tation. In several of the cities, however, the 
booksellers have formed local chapters of the 
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American Booksellers’ Association which is 
co-operating with this Association. 

“In New York and Brooklyn, with the ex- 
ception of two stores, every important dealer 
in books expressed his satisfaction with the 
plan, and promised his support. Interviews 
with the present undersellers, however, 
showed their opposition to it. They cut 
the price of the first met book catlisiet 
and positively declined to restore it. Under 
the circumstances there remained nothing 
to do but to apply Article ur. of the plan, 
cutting off from them all books published 
by the members of the Association. This 
was done on May 9. Before these firms were 
cut off the nature of the penalty was made 
entirely clear to them, but without effect. 

“While the New York undersellers have 
demanded and received most of our atten- 
tion, there have been a few breaks in price in 
other cities, notably Cleveland, Baltimore, 
Detroit, Richmond, and one or two smaller 
towns. In none of these places, excepting 
one, has it been found difficult to effect a 
restoration of price, most dealers seeming to 
have a wholesome respect for the Associa- 
tion and its power. The exception referred 
to is a department store in Newark, N. J.. 
whose entire book stock is carried on a table 
from 12 to 15 feet long, and who cut the 
price of a net book admittedly for advertis- 
ing purposes. It was found impossible to 
have the price restored in this case, and we 
were obliged to enforce Article rt. 

“At first there existed some doubt among 
the trade as to whether the American Pub- 
lishers’ Association meant business, and real- 
ly would cut off an important dealer who 
would not maintain prices. The object lesson 
in New York has had a far-reaching effect, and 
has done more than anything else to deter 
price cutting. There seems to be a growing 
feeling among the trade that the movement is 
destined to succeed, as no addition to the 
ranks of the undersellers has been made for 
the past two months, and reports of under- 
selling, which, on _ investigation, proved 
groundless, have been much less frequent 
than formerly.” 

A suggestion of binding dealers making 
their first purchases of net books since the 
ist of May to maintain prices found general 
favor, and a resolution was adopted to be 
submitted to all the members for approval. 

The meeting was adjourned subject to a 
call for another meeting in September. 


CRAWFORD MANUSCRIPTS SOLD. 


Tue London Times announces that the col- 
lection of manuscripts belonging to the Ear! 
of Crawford has been sold in one lot at 
Sctheran’s to Mrs. Rylands, the founder of 
the John Rylands Library at Manchester. It 
is now housed in Haigh Hall, Wigan, with 
the rest of Lord Crawford’s precious library. 

The collection includes many medizval 
Western manuscripts and Eastern manu- 
scripts of all ages. It is superior to dhe re- 
cently dispersed Ashburnham collection in 
the early dates of many of its treasures and 
the costly richness of many of the bindings 
in metal and ivory of the twelfth and thir- 
teenth centuries. 
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THE WORK OF THE METHODIST 
BOOK CONCERN. 


On August 17, 1789, twenty Methodist min- 


isters met in conference at the old John | 


Street preaching place, New York. Accord- 
ing to Henry Moore Simpson, in an interest- 
ing article on “Methodists in Literature,” 
contributed to a recent number of The Book 
IVorld, “they did three important things at 
that meeting. First, they sent congratulation 
to George Washington, who had just been 
elected the first President of the United 
States, thereby being the first religious body 
to do this. Secondly, they determined to 
carry Methodism into New England. Third- 
ly, they established the first Methodist Book 
Concern in this country. 

“When it was questioned how to secure 
capital to print books, John Dickins, who was 
the secretary of the conference, and who was 
an old Eton boy, and had taken honors in his 
class when in England, said that his personal 
savings amounted to $600, and that he would 
loan to the church every penny of it to start 
a book store. His offer was accepted, and, by 
a unanimous vote, he himself was chosen 
book steward or agent. 

“For nine years the business was carried 
on in Philadelphia, Mr. Dickins serving as 
pastor of a church at the same time. The 
Concern occupied four localities during its 
stay in Philadelphia. The printing, of course, 
was done outside. 

“John Dickins died of yellow fever in 1780, 
and was succeeded by Ezekiel Cooper, who 
removed the publishing establishment to New 
York. Seven times in twenty years it changed 
its location until it settled in Mulberry Street, 
where, after being burned out, it rebuilt in 
1836. 

“In 1844 the division of the Methodist 
Church ‘North and South caused also a di- 
vision of the publishing interests and prop- 
erty. In 1866 the building at the corner of 
Broadway and Eleventh Street was purchased 
and occupied as the headquarters of the pub- 
lishing interests of the church. In 1887 the 
property on the corner of Fifth Avenue and 
Twentieth Street was secured, and the present 
building was erected upon it, at the cost ot 
more than a million dollars, the properties at 
Mulberry Street and Broadway both being 
sold to defray the expense. 

“In May. 1900, at Chicago, the book agents 
of the entire interests East and West re- 
ported tc the General Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, the sales of 
books for the quadrennium amounting to 
$7,858,034.73, and the number of volumes sold 
during the same four years as 6,704,354. The 
business which began in 1789 with a_ bor- 
rowed capital of $600, now employs a net 
capital of $3.627,733.53. 

“The use of printer’s ink has from the first 
been stimulated, both in England and in this 
country, by the hostility to Methodism and its 
doctrines. There are two literary institu- 
tions in this country possessing a catalogue 
of over seven hundred separate volumes writ- 
ten in opposition to Methodism. This is pro- 
gression by antagonism. 

“At the head of the periodicals of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church stands the 









Methodist Review, which has been published 
continuously and consecutively for eighty-two 
years, an unparalleled case in this country. 
The ablest minds of the church have edited 
this review. The accomplished and scholarly 
Rev. William V. Kelley, D.D., its present 
editor, still keeps it up to high-water mark. 
By appointment of the Book Committee, Dr. 
Kelley is also editor of all books published by 
the concern, except Sunday-school books. 

“The Christian Advocate, having the world 
for its field of operation, leads the procession 
of the more provincial papers, as the great 
official. Its editorial chair has always been a 
throne of power. The great names of Meth- 
odism have prepared its pages. The present 
editor, the Rev. James M. Buckley, D.D., 
LL.D., by his vast acquirements and remark- 
able personality, compels the conviction that 
no one man, by voice and péh, so extendedly 
influences the destinies of the Methodist 
church. 

“Next to these two, the church cares for 
the literature of her youth. She has a paper, 
the Epworth Herald, with a phenomenal cir- 
culation of more than a hundred thousand, 
edited by the Rev. Dr. Joseph F. Berry. She 
has a Sunday-school and religious tract de- 
partment, in the editorial chair of which have 
been kept men remarkable for their adaptation 
of the means to the end. Tracts to the ex- 
tent of more than twenty-six million pages 
have been circulated during the last four 
years, besides more than thirty-two million 
pages of the paper Good Tidings. The Sun- 
day School Journal and Bible Students Mag- 
azine circulates 200,000 monthly; the Class- 
mate and Sunday,School Advocate, 475,000, 
and the Berean Lessons of all grades, 2,- 
500,000. 

“Time was when, almost  single-handed, 
Joseph Longking, layman, Bible student, and 
teacher, par excellence, of the generation 
passing now, furiished lessons for the entire 
church in his inexhaustible ‘Longking’s 
Notes.’ 

“The foundations of this department were 
laid by the Rev. Dr. D. P. Kidder. The book 
catalogue contains the titles of thirty-four 
fascinating volumes written by the Rev. Dan- 
iel Wise, D.D., who succeeded Dr. Kidder. 
Several of these books for youth have 
reached thirty and forty editions each. It 
would be difficult to compute the literary re- 
sults of Bishop John H. Vincent’s editorship. 
The magic word Chautauqua suggests unlim- 
ited reading, and his normal course of study 
created a demand for literature unknown be- 
fore in the church. The Rev. Dr. Jesse L. 
Hurlbut, with his able group of assistants, 
has brought to pass the above-named aston- 
ishing circulation of the splendid helps for 
teacher and scholar. 

“No man in the church has a wider field 
of usefulness before him than greets the new 
incumbent, the Rev. Dr. Thomas B. Neely, 
who is an educator and organizer, as the vol- 
umes which he has already published indicate. 

“The church publishes more than a score of 
official periodicals in various sections of the 
country. The Zion's Herald is not an official 
organ, but it is of ancient origin, able and 
tenacious of New England. The 3000 volumes 
in the pages of the General Catalogue of the 
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Methodist Church do not represent the com- 
plete literature of the church, for some of its 
writers have found publishers outside. The 
Methodist Church South has its own exten- 
Sive catalogue. Few women have entered the 
field of literature in this church, nevertheless 
some of the best books for children have been 
w ritten by women. . . 

“In its literature the Methodist Episcopal 
Church has never lost sight of its original 
aim, ‘To spread Scriptural Holiness over 
these lands.’ Its first publication in 1795 was 
a volume of Thomas 4 Kempis’s ‘Imitation of 
Christ,’ and its last up-to-date, ‘The People’s 
Bible Encyclopedia,’ a companion volume to 
the teacher’s Bible. Under the editorship of 
Dr. C. R. Barnes there is gathered in the 
1300 pages of this book the research of spe- 
cialists residerft in all quarters of the globe, 
designed for the further elucidation of the 
house of God.” 


SMOKED MANUSCRIPTS 


SINncE 1893, according to the London Daily 
Mail, an ever-increasing number of ancient 
documents in Indian character have been se- 
cured in Kashgar, the capital of Chinese 
Turkestan, by representatives of the British 
India Government and the Russian consul. 
With a view to clearing up some doubts as 
to the genuineness of these scripts, Dr. M. A. 
Stein, of the Indian Educational Service, set 
out in June, 1900, explored the Khotan dis- 
trict and discovered numerous ruined dwell- 
ings, relics and tablets of great importance. 
Dr. Stein also brought to light an extensive 
trade in fabricated manuscripts, many of 
which have been acquired for great Euro- 
pean collections. A young native of Khotan, 
through whom various official and private 
collectors had obtained manuscripts, was dis- 
covered to have established a factory for the 
wholesale production of “ancient” documents. 
In order to give an ancient appearance to the 
modern Khotan paper, it was first soaked in 
a solution to give it a yellow color and then, 
when printed, the “manuscripts” were hung 
up in chimneys to be smoked, suffering from 
occasional burns, and finally buried for some 
time in the sand before being imposed on the 
duped collector. He also represented him- 
self as an agent for the British Government, 
and, having been detected in this, is now pay- 
ing the penalty.

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THE CAUSE OF A LITERARY BOOM. 


Tue Contriputors’ Ciups, in the. Atlantic 
Monthly for July, reports a conversation with 
its cousin Augustina on the subject of the 
boom in certain recent American fiction. 
Augustina is decidedly of the opinion that 
“the good-natured critic” is to blame in the 
matter. According to Augustina he should 
come out and say, “My dear people, here is a 
new book, which in regard to style is without 
form and void. It contains no character that 
is vital enough to last. But it is a good book, 
a natural book, a perfectly harmless book. 
Read it, and you will still be able to sleep the 
sleep of the just.” 

“And what good would that do?” I asked. 

“Well, the critic would tell the truth, and 
that is good for his soul. It might help to 
preserve the artistic balance. As it is, the 
crowd seems to be trying to perpetuate its 
amateur, lawless opinions. For the crowd,” 
said Augustina, fixing a solemn eye upon me, 
“in spite of all the boards of education in this 
world or the next, will never know a piece of 
literature, even if it should live under the 
same roof with it.” 

“This may be the land of the free, but it is 
not the home of the brave. Witness the genera! 
tone of criticism. What we need is some rude 
old Dr. Johnson to roar out to the good- 
natured critic, after some particularly genial 
effusion: “Trash, sir, trash, and you know it! 
Is this your method of serving the ends of 
literature? Are you not aware, sir, that 
every author needs at first a good sound 
licking ?’ ” 

“T am thinking of organizing a Society for 
the Preservation of the Adjective,” said Au- 
gustina. “Between the publisher and the 
critic, and the critic and the crowd, it bids 
fair to decline into a state of chronic invalid- 
ism. I have a sentimental attachment for the 
adjective; a good, virile one has many a time 
prevented me from the shedding of blood:” 

“The publisher and the critic and the crowd 
together have so twisted and wrenched and 
hammered and beaten the adjective that it is 
fast going its way to the ambulance and the 
hospital. The national government should be 
called on to insist upon all writers abstaining 
from the use of this important little part of 
speech until it has recovered its old-time vi- 
tality and health.” 

“Now, listen. Cohesive is 
brand-new one, but it is already showing 
signs of senile decay. Suppose Fielding or 
Thackeray were to come back from the tomb, 
with what word could we hail him? Or sup- 
pose some one should actually write the 
Great American Novel ?”

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COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 
COPYRIGHT CONGRESS AT BERNE. 


Tue International Literary and Artistic 
Cepyright Congress which held its first ses- | 
sion on August 8, at Berne, as noted in our | 
issue for August 17, continued its work on | 
the 10th by examining the claims of artists. 
As the result of a report on publishing con- 
tracts in artistic matters the congress de- | 
: . ° | 
cided to appoint a committee to draw up a | 
model contract applicable to works of art, | 
especially to engravings and sculptures. A 
report was presented by M. Mack, of Paris, 
on the suppression of pseudonyms and false 
signatures, and the congress adopted a reso- 
lution declaring that special penalties should 
be provided in all codes dealing with frauds 
committed by the substitution or alteration of 
names or marks. At the sitting on August 
12, a resolution was voted for the repression 
of false signatures to works of literature and 
art. After a paper had been read on the 
execution and reproduction of musical works 
and theatrical representations by mechanical 
apparatus such as the telephone, the phono- 
graph, the theatrophone, etc., the congress 
adopted a resolution declaring all non-au- 
thorized execution or reproduction of works 
by such apparatus to be illegal.

They will 
publish shortly a “Life of Mary 1., Queen of 
England,” by J. H. Stone, who bases his 
work upon an immense amount of research 
among private letters, public records and 
ambassadors’ despatches. “Bloody Mary’s” 
career was not a happy one, but it was of the 
first importance in the growth of England’s 
power. The author’s special object is to em- 
phasize this, and to present her in a better 
light than that in which she has hitherto been 
made to appear. 


G. P. Putnam’s Sons announce the follow- 
ing fiction: “In Our Country, 
old Virginia, by Marion Harland; “The 
Spinster Book,” by Myrtle Reed, author of 
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“Love Letters of a Musician,” who, in a col- 
lection of delightful essays, sets down her 
views of spinsterhood; and “A Crazy Angel,” 
by Annette Lucile Noble, author of “Eunice 
Lathrop,” etc. For young people they will 
have “On Board a Whaler,’ by Thomas West 
Hammond, a seaman of the old school who 
tells of the adventures common to the whal- 
er’s life; “Royal Rogues,” a fairy story, by 
Alberta Bancroft; and “Lights of Childhood,” 
by Maud Ballington Booth, whose delightful 
“Sleepy-Time Stories” won for her many ap- 
pieciative readers. 


Just one week before the day of publica- 
tion, September 6, of their “Blennerhassett,” 
the Aaron Burr romance by Charles Felton 
Pidgin, the C. M. Clark Publishing Company 
announced that they had already printed and 
sold 60,000 copies of this much-discussed 
book. These have been in editions of 20,000 
each, and two more editions of 20,000 each 
were expected from the press by publication 
day, making the total number of copies 
printed before the book is presented to the 
public 100,000. The first edition of 20,000 
was consumed by advance orders that came 
in during last spring; three large jobbers 
took the entire second edition; and the third 
edition has proved insufficient to supply the 
general trade with all the copies that have 
been ordered in advance. 


Henry T. Coates & Co. will republish 
Catherine Crowe’s “Night-Side of Nature,” 
which was first published fifty-three years 
ago. The volume will have a preface by Dr. 
T. J, Hudson, author of “Laws of Psychic 
Phenomena,” who says of the book: “It rises 
to the dignity, if not of a scientific produc- 
tion per se, at least of a repository of tradi- 
tions and beliefs. that are of great and real 
interest and importance to science. Consid- 
ered merely as a collection of stories the 
work is far more interesting and fascinating, 
thrilling even, than any novel which has ever 
been written.” They have just brought out 
new issues of Mrs, Richard Henry Stoddard’s 
novels—“Two Men,” “The Morgesons,” and 
“Temple House,” which all had high praise 
in their day from such authorities as Lowell, 
Hawthorne, E. C, Stedman, and others equal- 
ly well known. 


Tue publishing firm of J. C. B. Mohr, of 
Freiburg, in Baden, Germany, celebrated its 
hundreth anniversary August 2. The original 
seat of the firm, from 1801 to 1811, was at 
Frankfort. In 1804 a branch was started at 
Heidelberg, and thither the main business 
was transferred in 1811. In 1878 the busi- 
ness came into the hands of its present chief, 
Paul Siebeck, who moved the headquarters 
of the house to Freiburg, with a branch at 
lubingen, where the publication of works 
corcerning the history and criticism of Protes- 
tant theology has become the known specialty 
of the firm. The most flourishing period of 
the Mohr house was at Heidelberg, where in 
1804 “Des Knaben Wunderhorn” appeared as 
its first publication. F, Schlegel, Gérres, and 
the younger Romantics; Savigny and other 
historians; Voss and Jean Paul amongst the 
poets, Fichte and Hegel amongst philoso- 
phers, had their works published by Mohr. 


CyHaARLES E. Goopsprep, 5 Park Street, Bos- 
ton, Mass., will publish October 15 a volume 
by Frank B. Sanborn, entitled “The Person- 
ality of Thoreau.” Mr. Sanborn’s book 
draws from his fund of reminiscences of the 
Concord “Poet-Naturalist” many new and 
interesting details, showing especially Tho- 
reau in his daily life and his relations with 
his friends. Several poems, hitherto unpub- 
lished, will be given, including two stanzas 
originally a part of “A Winter’s Walk,” but 
cut out by Emerson before the publication of 
that paper in The Dial. The illustrations will 
include a full-page etching by Sidney L. 
Smith, and facsimiles of various Thoreau 
manuscripts. The book is to be printed at 
the Merrymount Press, on a fine quality of 
toned French hand-made paper, with a few 
copies on Japanese vellum. To the produc- 
tion of this volume great care is_ being 
given to make it artistically beautiful with- 
out undue display or attempt at novel “feat- 
ures.” 


CHARLES SCRIBNER’S SONS will publish this 
month Professor John C. Van Dyke’s “The 
Desert—further Studies in Natural Appear- 
ances,” already described in these columns; 
also, a work on “Light,” by Professor 
Charles S, Hastings, a new volume in the 
Yale Bicentennial publications, in which the 
phenomena of color sensations are treated 
briefly, and in which what may be called at- 
mospheric optics is given a very full treat- 
ment. Among their books for young people 
the Scribners will this year include new edi- 
tions of three famous illustrated books by 
James Baldwin. They are “The Story of the 
Golden Age” and “The Story of Siegfried,” 
each illustrated with a series of full-page 
drawings by Howard Pyle; and “The Story 
of Roland,” with a series of full-page illus- 
trations by R. B. Birch. In these books, 
which have proved exceedingly steady sellers, 
Mr. Baldwin presents respectively the leg- 
ends relating to the Trojan War, the great 
Siegfried myth of Northern Europe, and the 
medizval romance of Roland and Charle- 
magne, bringing before the reader, with 
great spirit, scholarly accuracy, and unfailing 
taste these heroic figures and the times in 
which their adventures are supposed to have 
occurred. 


A. C. McCiure & Co, will publish during 
the fall season a bright little story, “Maggie 
McLanehan,” by Miss Gulielma Zollinger, 1l- 
lustrated by F. D. Schook; “The Tempting 
of Father Anthony,” a story of Greek life.

States at Athens: “Zanzibar Tales,” a collec-
